NEIGHBORS PROTEST 
NEW POOL PROJECT 



Wynndale Road Opposed to 

Plan for Swimming 

Club. 



NEW PERMIT IS NEEDED 



A vigorous protest was launch- 
ed Monday night before Borough 
Council against the plans for the 
formation of the Bryn wood- Manor 
Swimming Club and the construc- 
tion of new pools on the grounds 
of the Inn. 

The opposition came largely 
from a group of residents of 
Wynnedale Road, which lies just 
back of the Inn property. The del- 
egation had as spokesman Mur- 
doch P. Claney, of 95 Wynnedale 
Road. 

The residents came largely to 
seek information, and did not 
lodge their preliminary protest in 
formal terms. The information de- 
sired dealt with the issuing of the 
building permit under which the 
pools are being constructed. The 
claim was that the original permit 
called for a single pool, to be used 
only by patrons of the Inn. 

It was disclosed that this was 
the plan called for in the original 
blueprints, and in a letter from the 
Inn promoters to Council. Coun- 
cilmen declared Monday that new 
permits would have to be applied 
for if the size or use of the pool 
was changed. 

The discussion arose from the 
recent publication of plans for the 
formation of a semi-private swim- 
ming club at the Brynwood Manor 
Inn. Several months ago, when 
the Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood 
Club made plans for the construc- 
tion of a pool in Cynwyd, it was 
decided to make use of the Inn 
pool instead. As a result a num- 
ber of conferences were held, and 
the Brynwood Manor promoters 
agreed to enlarge their plans to 
include a bigger main pool and a 
small, shallow pool for younger 
children. The plans also called 
for a "bathing beach" and a club-

Merchants, associa- 
tions' treasurers and others who 
receive funds after banking hours 
and who usually would be wor- 
ried all night as to the safety of 
these funds will be provided with 
keys to open this plate and with 
money bags to fit under it. At 
any hour of the night they may 
open this plate and drop their bag 
of collections behind it. From 
there it falls through a chute into 
a reinforced concrete-encrusted 
safe, protected from burglary, 
robbery, theft and fire, until they 
take it out, open the bag and de- 
posit the money in the bank.

Of Last Week Broke Records — Mer- 
cury Drops as Spring Begins. 

A temperature that varied from 
77 degrees last Friday, the highest 
recorded for that date, to 35 de- 
grees Tuesday, features this week's 
weather report of Charles Decker, 
Main Line Co-operative Observer 
in Narberth. The temperature ex- 
cess since March 1 is in degrees, 
although for the same time last 
year the deficiency is 153 degrees. 

Precipitation for the week was 
.53 of an inch. The barometer was 
high at 30.27 and low at 29.68. The 
low barometer and the precipitation 
joined hands Monday to greet 
spring tearfully. Then the ther- 
mometer took a dive Tuesday to 
make sure of a cool welcome.

Elsbree as English teacher and li- 
brarian in the Junior High School. 
Miss Hege has secured an excel- 
lent position in Newark, N. J.;

This is the smallest number of 
vacancies in many years. The re- 
newal of the contracts for twenty ' 
teachers was a source of great sat- 
isfaction to the board and Prin- 
cipal George H. Wilson, who have 
been working together in an effort 
to secure a strong and co-ordi- 
nated staff. 

The renewal of the contract 
with Principal Wilson does not 
come up this year, so no action of 
the board was necessary to secure 
his continued services. He was 
given authority by the directors 
to secure well-qualified teachers 
for the three vacancies, which wftf • 
probably be filled at the next 
meeting of the school board. 

The Easter vacation this year 
will begin at the close of school 
Wednesday, April 13, and will 
continue until the opening of 
school the following Tuesday. 
This holiday, longer than is usu- 
ally the case, conforms with that 
established by the schools of Low- 
er Merion Township. 

The board received the tenta- 
tive report of the committee ap- 
pointed to publish a survey of the 
local schools. This is now in the 
hands of the committee for final 
revision and printing. 

Because the regular meting date 
falls on Good Friday next month, 
the April meeting of the school 
board will be held April 22.

Waive 'Em 

Justices of the peace in Penn- 
sylvania are violating the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States in 
collecting "costs" from motorists 
summarily convicted before them. 

That is the conclusion of the 
Keystone Automobile Club after 
close study of a recent decision 
written by Chief Justice Taft, of 
the United States Supreme Court, 
in the case of an Ohio Mayor, who 
was held to have violated the 
Constitution by reason of the im- 
position of such "costs. ' 

Justice Taft took the position 
that "it certainly violates the 
Fourteenth Amendment and de- 
prives a defendant in a criminal 
case of due process of law to sub- 
ject his liberty or property to the 
judgment of a Court, the Judge 
of which has a direct, personal, 
substantial pecuniary interest in 
reaching a conclusion against him 
in his case." 

J. Borton Weeks, president of 
the Keystone Automobile Club, 
immediately sent a memorandum 
to Governor Fisher, illustrating 
the close parallel between condi- 
tions existing in Pennsylvania and 
the system which obtained in 
Ohio. He urged that the Attor- 
ney General give an opinion 
which could later be framed into 
law, correcting the condition. 

Under Pennsylvania practice, 
the justice of the peace has a 
"pecuniary interest" in every sum- 
mary automobile case brought be- 
fore him. If he decides in favor 
of the defendant, he rules against 
his own pocketbook. The tempta- 
tion is strong to impose at least 
"costs" in doubtful cases, al- 
though the club has no intention 
of impugning the honesty of the 
majority of the minor judiciary. 

The decision particularly af- 
fects the "fining squires," and the 
way for motorists to escape their 
clutches is to waive a hearing.

No. 249. 
AN ORDINANCE 



Requiring tne relaying and repairing 
of gutters, curbs and sidewalks, and 
providing for the repeal of certain ordi- 
nances. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1 — That the owners of prop- 
erty abutting on any street within the 
Borough of Narberth where any gutter, 
curb or sidewalk has not been properly 
constructed in compliance with Borough 
requirements, or where any gutter, curb 
or sidewalk is out of repair or beformes 
out of repair, are hereby required to lay, re 
lay or repair such gutter, curb or side' 
walk upon written notice from the 
chairman of the Highway Committee to 
make such repairs. 

Section 2 — Failure of any property 
owner to comply with the provision of 
this ordinance within fifteen (15) days 
from the date of service of such notice 
will be deemed sufficient Justification for 
the Borough authorities to do the said 
work and. charge all costs of material 
and labor, together -with ten per centum 
for collection against the owner, as per- 
mttted by existing laws of the Com- 
monwealth made and provided, and col- 
lection therof shall be made in accord- 
ance with the terms of said laws. 

Section 3 — Ordinance No. 135, so- 
called, dated November 1, 1909, Is here- 
by repealed and also all other ordinances 
or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed.

phase of the matter. 

The delegation was assured, 
however, that the building of such 
pools would require new permits, 
and that their objections could be 
heard, together with the claims of 
the Inn, when the application 
came before Council. 

Another protest was lodged to 
the effect that the parking in front 
of the Inn was making trouble for 
owners of houses across Mont- 
gomery avenue who wished to use 
their drives. At the present time 
cars are parked at right angles 
with the curb, largely in a wide 
space provided by the Inn by mov- 
ing back the sidewalk. 

It was pointed out that a deli- 
cate problem of jurisdiction arose 
in this matter, however. If a car 
were parked facing the inn, the 
front wheels would be in Nar- 
berth, the body of the car in 
Lower Merion, and the spare tire 
in Montgomery county. 



A conference will be held with 
township and county officials in 
the near future to attempt a solu- 
tion of the problem. 

Action on a large list of exoner- 
ations submitted by Mrs. Abbie N. 
Diven, Tax Collector, was favor- 
ably taken by Council after the 
names had been read. Most of the 
list contained names of persons 
who had moved away from the 
Borough. A few duplications and 
other errors in transcribing were 
also taken off. 

Council decided to advertise for 
bids for the resurfacing of the 
streets of the Borough. This work 
has been done by Borough labor 
in the past, under the suprevision 
of Street Commissioner George B. 
Suplee. The bids are requested 
so that Council can determine 
whether or not money could be 
saved by letting out the work. 

An agreement with Manager 
Frank A. Dugan, of the Mont- 
gomery Bus Company, whereby 
the company will pay half of some 
street damages done by the busses, 
was noted in the report of the 
Highway Committee. 

The report follows: 

Acting upon a suggestion made at 
the last meeting of Council, your chair- 
man communicated with the Public 
Service Commission at Harrisburg to 
ascertain whether the borough had 
authority to. require the company that 
is operating busses through the bor- 
ough to pay part of the expense of 
repairing damages to gutters at the 
points where the busses regularly stop. 
Upon receipt of a reply from Mr. John 
Fox Weiss, counsel of the Public 
Service Commission, we notified Mr. 
Dugan, operating vice president of the 
Bus Company, to attend a committee 
meeting at which it was agreed that 
the expense of such repairs at the cor- 
ner of Forest and Haverford avenues 
and at the corner of Essex and Price 
avenues should be borne jointly on a 
fifty-fifty basis, by the borough and 
by the Bus Company. These repairs 
are to include a six-inch concrete base. 
We estimate the total cost at about 
$125. and we request authority to pro- 
ceed with this work on the basis out- 
lined above as soon as it shall be wise 
to undertake it. Future repairs of a 
similar character are to be discussed 
as they arise with Mr. Dugan. 

At the request of President Gris- 
wold your committee has ascertained 
authoritatively during the past month 
that the Montgomery county commis- 
sioners are going to reconstruct 10 
feet on each side of the present road- 
way on Montgomery pike, making it 
40 feet between curbs, and that the 
work will be done next summer. It 
is the understanding of the county 
commissioners that the Lower Merion 
Township Commissioners will order 
the curbs set and the sidewalks laid 
before the county proceeds with this 
work. Your chairman has notified the 
township commissioners that the boun- 
dary line of the borough along Mont- 
gomery pike runs with the private 
property line which is inside the side- 
walk and curb line and that it is our 
understanding that orders for curbs 
and sidewalks will be issued by the 
township commissioners to the Nar- 
berth property owners abutting Mont- 
gomery pike and that no such orders 
will be issued by the borough nor will 
the borough be in any way responsible 
for enforcing those orders and issu- 
ing any bills for or collecting any 
moneys that may become necessary 
therewith. The township commis- 
sioners, through their secretary, have 
acknowledged the receipt of that com- 
munication. 

During the past month the water 
crane at the borough storage building 
has been removed and the one-inch 
water meter there has been replaced by 
the water company with a half-inch 
water meter. By means of this change 
we will be able to reduce the bor- 
ough's water rent bill without im- 
pairing any essential need. 

The new ordinances governing the 
depositing of material on the streets 
and the opening of streets become ef- 
fective today. In anticipation of that 
event your committee has equipped the 
street commissioner with a supply of 
new permit forms conforming to the 
requirements of the new ordinances. 
On F.ebruary 24 the street commis- 
sioner sent a written notification re- 
garding the new ordinances to all of 
the plumbers and builders in the bor- 
ough. 

Labor expenses of the Highway De- 
partment during the month of Febru- 
ary totaled $1072 and in addition we 
spent. $38 for street maintenance ma- 
terial. The itemized labor expense of 
the month is as follows: Collection of 
842 cubic yards of ashes, $673.08; 
street cleaning, $265.32; removing 
snow from Haverford avenue, $64.88; 
snow removal from sidewalk around 
the playground, $18.72; street repairs 
at the corner of Windsor and Forest 
avenues, $29.48; community building 
expenses, $20.52. 

The rubber coats and boots which 
were authorized at the last meeting of 
Council were purchased and received 
on February 16. The new syi-ton 
motor truck was put into service at 1 
P. M. on February 10.

The new gym was opened Mon- 
day morning to the boys, and is 
a great addition to the school. 
Several features of it are a grand- 
stand accommodating a thousand 
persons, a new plastic flooring, a 
very high ceiling allowing plenty 
of room for arched basketball 
shots and the best of facilities for 
plenty of daylight. 

The gym exhibition will be held, 
however, in the Junior High 
School gym auditorium. The 
Stunt Club is working to put on 
several special feature numbers.
